Gave Indications of Ability to Ron Mnch Faster 
Had He Been Allowed To — Other Derby 
Candidates Also at Work. 



I»ni8vin<>, Ky.. April 20. — ^Tlie tracks being fast 
at Ctiiiivliin Itua'ns and iMiglas Park today, sever.il 
in-rtiy <-aiididates and many other horses did goisi 
work. The Manager was worktsl at inaiglas Park 
a mile in 1 :4C. under double wrai»s all th»- wa.v. He 
went «*a«di (jnarter pro|>ortionately and was not set 
<luwii for high s|te<^ at any part of the journey. 
He never l<H»ked ||etter and he acted as if he could I 
lull fast. Tlie other Derby work was all done at 
tin* Itowns. Fns- I.aiDr-e went a mile In 1:45%. cov- 
ering the tirst eighth iu :12%. tin* (piarter in :24ts. 
three furlongs in :;{7%. the half in :iiO, five fur- 
longs in l:tKS%. three-quarters iu 1:17%, and seven 
furlongs in 1 :."1 %. It was gooti work, tlie sou of 
Alvi*s»-ot Iteiug in hand all the way. George J. 
I.oug's other Iterb.v e.tudidate. Niclas. went three- 
quarters in 1:17, running ihe first quarter in :24% 
and Ihe half in :4Jt%. He worked freel.v and acts 
like a goisl horse. The other Derh.v candidates that 
worketl wen* Henderson & Hogan’s Guaranola. which 
went three-<)uarters in 1:19% under a stout puli ell 
the way, au<l Patmcbe, which went an easy mile 
in 1:50. 

Tliere were a number of good work-outs by two- 
.vear-olds. the most brilliant being that of J. K. 
Waiuwright’s gootl ctdt High Star. He ran the 
fastest half mile to the credit of an.v two-.vear-old 
at tlie Downs this season when he went the distance 
in 48%.

in the year 18.54 Cliarley Ball won the Phoenix Hotel Stakes at T.exington. Ky., at mile beats and 
won the second beat in 1:45%. This performance created considerable excitement at the time because 
it was a new mile record and decidedly out of the ordinary. Tracks were deep and slow at that time 
and anything lik<- the speeil now shown even by average selling platers a thing unknown. In 185ft at 
the_same track and in the same stake raw Satellite ran the second heat in the slightly faster time of 
1:4.5%. .\t the same track in 1862 a fast mare called MamiiKma won fame and made a new ria-ord 

when slie won the first lieat of a race in 1:44%. the race itself being finally won by the tlien noted 
horse, Wagram. Mainnmna’s record stood until 18C6. when it was eqiialltal over the old Buckeve 
track at Cincinnati by the Ohio horse. Revolver, tlie two remaining joint record holders until in IStai 
the fast Vandal colt. Heraog, excited wonder by running a mile in 1 :43t<, over the same course. Tliis 
remained the American record until the famous horse. Alarm, covered the distance over the Saratc^a 
track in the .vear 1872 in tlie faster time of 1:42-%. As the result of some discussion of Alarm’s 



founder of tin- groat male line which reads Alarm, Hlmyar. Domino, Commando. Colin, etc. The next 
year after Grey Planet’s success thd honor of holding the mile record was restoreil to the Lexington 
track when the fast Enquirer colt. Searcher, distanceil his competitors in the first heat of a heat race 
in 1:41%. Later on in 1875 “Father” Bill Daly’s I.exington horse. Kadi, with catchweigbt up ran a 
mile over the Hartford trotting track in 1:41%. This was the record that Ten Broeck ran against 
when he won world-wide fame by covering the I-onisville track in !::{»% in 1877. 

This re<*ord of Ten Broeck’s was made on May 27 and. the great increase of tracks and racin" 
consldereil. It is really a curious circumstance that it rom.ained unbroken until Racine ran a mile at 
Washiiiglou Park in 1:39% in tlie year 1890. It was not for lack of effort to efface it for racing 
associations not infrequently offered valuable inducements in an effort to break the Ten Broeck record 
Thus iu ISSft the Washington Park club gave a mile dash with an extra $1,000 to the winner if tlie 
race was run in better than I:.*®?*. The race was won in I:.‘5ft% by the French-bred mare Maori 
subsequently the dam of the grand race horse. Ethelbert. It is a now generally forgotten detail of 
that me»‘tiiig that the timing was ikme with a liig clock started and stopiied by "electricity, the faces 
being so large tliat the progress of the hands of the clock could be distinctly seen in tlieir movements 
by all spectators pres«-nt. The device did not prove .satisfactory to the club and it was only used at 
that meeting. Racing in Australia is timed similarly and with undisputed acciiraey. 

.\llowing for progress in breediug. It may be safely asserted that the thoroughbreds of today are 
gifted with a greater measure of speed than were the celebrities which were record holders prior to 
Ten Broeck. At tlie same time it must be concedeil tliat the fast running of the present is largely 
due to the astonishing progress that has ixen made in the science of fa.st track making On sncli 
tracks as we now have the old-timers conld no doubt have ran vastly faster than they did in their 
days of activity.

OWNERS OF KENTUCKY DERBY ELIGIBLES. 



I^nisville, Ky.. April 20. — Only four of the 
owners of Kentucky Derby eligibles this season 
have ever Iiad tlie distinction of winning the great 
race wliich tills spring will be decided at Cbnrchill 
Downs on Saturda.v. May 11. Those are William 
(?erst. owner of Working Lad; Maj. T. C. McDowell, 
owner of Tlie Manager; George J. Long, who has 
Nieias and Free I.<ance engaged in the race, and R. 
F. ('armaii, who has Sherlock Holmes as an eligihie. 

J. N. Camden, who is represented in the entry list 
liv Wheelwright and Praetorian, made a bid for the 
stake in 1909 with Miami. So confident was he of 
this colt’s victor.v with a proper hand to guide him, 
that he secnretl the great rider, C. H. Shilling, to 
pilot him in the big race, but the English-lired 
colt met his superior in J. B. Uespess’s Wintergreen. 
ridden by V. Powers. The latter jockey is now in 
South America, having grown so heavy as to make 
it iin|sihsil*le for him to ride under the present scale 
of weights in this country. Mr. Resposs had an 
eutrv ill the Derliv this .vear, bnt he long since 
declari'd the colt out. The supposition is tliat the 
oaudiilat6 was not of Derby class. One tnrfniun ot, 
prominence with a double entr.v in the event this 
season Is James MacMauus, a wealtliy Californian. 
He owns the noted Pif sumption and the sturdy 
George Uxnard. 

Another owner of much prominence is H. C. Hal- 
lenbeck the New York millionaire, who has three 
entries 'for the coming Derh.v— Worth. Sif Denrali 
and Recompens**. Mr. Hallenlieck has only recently 
come into prominence as the owner of a big stable. 
Lust season ho was quite successful, ranking eighth 
in the list of mouey-wiiming owners, with earnings 
of $24,480 to ills credit. The Hallenlieek string is 
traineii hy Frank M. Taylor, a sou-in law of that 
wizard of the turf, 8. C. Hildreth. This, in a way. 



accounts for the allegiance, of so many turfmen to 
the crack Worth. Mr. Taylor certainly knows how 
to fit a borsd. 

Another owner of a Derb.v starter is the Bourbon 
County turfman, Catesby Woodford. His entry is 
Souada, which, last year, defeatmi both Worth 
and Presumption. Colonel Woodford is president of 
the Kentuck.v .\ssoclatlon and. in partnership with 
Col. E. F. Clay, chairman of the Kentucky State 
Racing ComraiKsion, Colonel Woodford’s name* is con- 
nected with many of tlie stars of the turf as a 
breeder. These include Barnes, Ruunymede. Miss 
Woodford. Balston, Raceland, Hanover. Belle of 
Rimnymede and Blitter n.v. He also was the 
lireeder of Agile, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
of I'.MVi. Colonel Woodford never lias owned, at the 
lime of the rimning of the big race, a winner of the 
Kentucky Derliy. bnt his brother. J. Hal Wooilford, 
won the stake in 1907 with Pink Star. 

There is still another owner of a Derby candidate 
who has been in the eye of the turf world. He is 
C. L. Harrison, whose entry in the race is the 
Broomstick fiily, Winning Witch. In 1910 Mr. 
Harrison furnished the winter Derby favorite in 
Waldo, the cliampion two-year-old of 1909. Waldo 
liad lieen trained right up to the race and went 
wrong on the eve of its running. His admirers have 
alwa.vs claimed that had he started ho would have 
won the Derb.v. 

.\side from G. J. Long, Louisville owners having 
reiiresentatives in the race include L. P. Doer- 
ho«‘fer. Dan Lehan and Henderson & Hogan. The 
first nameil two have never before had a starter 
In the Derb.v, but Henderson & Ho^an have been 
represented in the race, although they have not 
liecn sufficiently fortunate to win it. They are 
real sportsmen and start their horses even when 
tliey know they are outclassed. Guar.anola, which 
will carry_ the colors of Henderson & Hogan in the 
big race, is training along satisfactorily. 

An eastern owner of prominence, R. F. Carman, 
has Sherlock Holmes iu the Derby. He is a promis- 
ing brown colt by Inflexible, which makes him a 
grandson of the mighty Hamburg. Mr. Carman’s 
stable stood fourth in the list of winning owners 
last year, ids horses rolling up a total of ^5,447 
in stakes and purses. 

Anotlier Derby eligible is C. J. Casey’s Cracker 
Box. which, at Charleston a few days ago, de- 
feated Sonada and Lady Lightning In a six and a 
half furlongs race. Cracker Box is a son of Octagon 
the sire of Beldame, winner of $102,570.

RACING COlOaSSION TO MEET. 

Governing Body in Kentucky Has Budget of Business 
to Consider Next Saturday. 

I,exington. Ky., April 20. — Contemporaneous with 
the iiiuiigiiratiou of the 1912 Kentucky racing season 
here next Saturday, the Kentuck.v State Racing Com- 
mission will hold a meeting iu pursuance of its ad- 
junrnmeiit on March 23. Jiucli of the time of the 
commissioners at this meeting will be taken np with 
the issuance of licenses to trainers and jockeys. The 
officials for the Li^xiugton, Lmisville and Latonia 
spring meetings will also tie pas.seil upon. It is 
probable that these appointments will lie practically 
as they were last year. Bids for the Kentucky En 
durance Stakes at four miles, to have not less than 
$(;.<KK) added, are also to be receiveil. The request 
of the newspaiM*rs of Louisville and elsewhere for a 
modification of the rule prohibiting telephone or tele- 
graph service on the racing grounds during an.v 
meeting will receive consideration. An inspector of 
pari-mutuel machines and pari-mutncl liettiiig. to ls‘ 
paid a salary of $20 iK»r day, is to lie appointed, but 
tliere is liere no intimation as to wbo is likely to be 
named. This is one (losition that has not createtl 
a rusli of applicants. Tlie man who accepts the .ap- 
pointmeiit will have a lot of responsibility to shoul- 
der. and he must needs lie a fast thinker and a fast 
mover if he undertakes to tab all machines and 
watch the calculations after each race, as probably 
will lie required of him. 

The following measure, which was Introdnced at 
the meeting of November 18, and discusseil and Oe- 
ferreil at the meeting In March, will also come iin 
for final action: 

“An.vone guilty of making a handbook on the 
grounds of an.v racing association Iiceiis<‘d by the 
commission during any race meeting thereon shnii 
ejected from the grounds, and any owner, trainer

SILICIC, A 100 TO 1 SHOT, FINISHES ON EVEN 
TERMS WITH FORCE. FAVORITE. 



Hoffman Scores Victory Over Good Opposition in 
Handicap, Thanks to Good Lack at Start — 
Jenny Geddes Again a Winner. 



Norfolk. Va., April 20. — The first dead heat re- 
corded in the east in some time came with the run- 
ning of the sixth race at the Jamestown Jockey 
Club’s course this afternoon when Silicic, a 100 to 1 
shot, managed to get up In the final stride to fini.sii 
on equal terms with Forci*. one of the cboiee.s. 
Force had led from the start, while Silicic came 
fwm behind. Whatley, who had the mount on 
Silicic, figured in a strong finish, driving his mount 
from the head of the homestretch, 'rae race aronseil 
much enthusiasm; and tte decision of the Judges 
met with general satisfartion. The owners de- 
clined to run off tte dead heat and the purse aikl 
wagers were divided. 

The program w?s probably the best offered during 
the mating. It ‘was a seven-race card, with the 
Atlantic Hotel Handicap, a dash of one mile, serv- 
ing as the feature. A smart band went to the jiost 
in this race and Hoffman provwl something of a sur- 
prise by outbreaking bis opposition ami leading 
all the way. lucky start was responsible for his 
victory, as Kormak was unquesttonahly best. Tte 
latter was off slowly, and as an additional handi- 
cap was carried wide on the first turn. Ambrose 
was a bit over-anxious and hurried his mount along, 
closing a tig gap in the first half mile. The effort 
to get to the leader told in the stretch drive, how- 
ever, and when tte final test came, Kormak weak- 
ened and was beaten out for second place in the 
last few jumps. 

High Hat, which appears to be the champion 
jumper this spring, scored his third straight victory 
of the meeting when te galloped home with an 
eight-lengths lead in the second race, which was 
over the two-miles course. As in former races. High 
Hat ontjnmped and outran his opposition from the 
start. 

Jenny Geddes, one of the few of the get of Ce- 
•sarion that seem to stay well, teat a good lot 
of selling platers in the seventh race, for wbieli 
Woodcraft Was supposed to a “good thing.” Some 
supposedly shrewd operators took Woodcraft in 
preference to Jenny Geddes, despite the latter’s 
good race of a few days ago. If Woodcraft had anv 
chance of beating Jenny Geddes it was mineil whe"n 
the former broke down after they had gone half a 
mile. McCatey, who rode Jenn.v Geddes, followed 
Hedge Rose and Montgomery until well into the 
boniestretcii before making the decisive move. When 
shaken iip, the filly responded with a rush and 
got up in tte last fifty yards to win going away. 

Albert Simons has arranged to leave tomorrow fer 
Pimlico with the division of Harry Payne Whitney’s 
stable that be is training. 

J. W. Paugle left for Baltimore toilay. He will 
take lip St. Regis and a two-year-old by Yankee 
that he lias had turned out all winter at W. S. 
Diffemlerffer’s farm in Maryland. 

Robert Davies, the Canadian capitalist wbo is 
racing an important string this year in charge of 
C. T. I’atterson. was an arrival from Toronto this 
morning. Mr. Davies will probably take in a bit 
of racing at Pimlico before bis return north. 

II. G. Beilwell was among the arrivals from 
Charleston. He brought, three horses from Sontii 
Carolina. Paniner, Bertis and Stare. Mr. Bedwell 
Ilians to Khip his entire stable from Charleston and 
Norfolk to (5oeiir d’Alene at the concinsion of tte 
Jamestown .Toekey Club meeting.

RECALLS SIMILAR (XIMTEST IH 1876. 

Conditions of Coming Kentucky Derky Not Unlike 
Those of Its Second Rnnning. 

Louisville. Ky., April 20. — It is a remarkable fact 
that tbe first two-year-old race ever decided at 
Churchill Downs was won by a horse that made his- 
tory for himself by winning a Kentucky Derby. If 
tbe present Kentucky Derby favorite. Worth, can 
win the $6,000 race on Saturday afternoon. May il, 
he will, in a measure, have established a somewhat 
similar precedent. Worth won the first two-year- 
old rare for colts and geldings last year at the 
Downs on the opening day. 

Tbe first two-year-old race ever run at the Downs 
was in the spring of 1875. It was the Alexander 
Stakes for colts and geldings. Tbe distance was a 
half mile. Tbe number of starters was represented 
by the hoodoo number, thirteen. This event pos- 
sessed a value of only $750, which is in markeil con- 
trast to tbe present values of such stakes at the 
Downs. In the spring of 1875 the Association added 
the paltry sum of $:^. Today an entrance fee of 
$10 or $15 renders a horse eligible to start in a 
stake. If be goes to the post bis owner pays per- 
haps $40 additional. In the old days it cost an 
owner $25 to get into a stake, and it always was a 
case of play or pay. 

This race was won by T. J. Nichols’ bay gelding. 
Vagrant, with eighty-seven pounds up. G. Nock 
was in the saddle. J. Funk s brown colt, Harry 
Hill, carrying ninety pounds, ridden by W. Miller, 
finished second. M. Murphy’s chestnut colt, Russ 
Butler, with ninety pounds, ridden by W. Ringo. 
ran third. The time was :50%. 

Later turf history was remarkable taken in con- 
nection with the first two-year-old race decided at 
the Downs. The winner. Vagrant, won the Kentucky 
Derby of 1876. Harry Hill was third In tbe Derby 
that spring. Creedmore. one of the unplaced colts 
in the race, won tbe Clark Stakes in 1876 and de- 
feated Vagrant. Another unplaced colt in that 
race — Vigil — was the largest winning three-year- 
old of 1876. Still another unplaced colt in tbe race 
was Bazar, which, in later years, became famous in 
California and was tbe holder of several track rec- 
ords on tbe old Bay District course. 

Another speedy horse beaten in that race was 
Grit. In succeeding years he sewed some creditable 
victories. There were three two-year-old ra<M!S run 
that spring at tbe Downs. Lady Clipper won the 
first filly stake ever run over the course. It was 
the Lady Stakes, at one-half mile, and she sur- 

§ assed Vagrant’s time, made in the Alexander 
takes, as she ran tbe distance in :50. Clemmie G.. 
named out of compliment to a Scott County, Ken- 
tucky, society belle, finished second, and Necy Hale, 
winner of the Kentucky Oaks In 1876, ran third. 
The other two-year-old race that spring was the 
Tennessee Stakes at six furlongs. It was decided 
over a muddy course, therefore Creedmore was a 
favorite, and defeated Vagrant. However, Vagrant 
conceded Creedmore five pounds. Tbe time was 
1:22%. 

It is interesting in this connection to recall how 
these crack youngsters ran at the Downs in the 
fall of 1875. The first event that autumn was tb.> 
Bluegrass Stakes. In this Clemmie G. tume<l tbe 
tales on Lady Clipwr and won, running three- 
quarters in 1:18%. The other events that fall were 
the Belle Meade and Sanford Stakes, and both wer<‘ 
won by Vagrant. These victories i>aved the way 
for Vagrant’s triumph in the Kentucky Itorby in 
tbe following spring. 

The Derby of 1876 will never be forgotten by those 
who witnessed it. In some respects it was not nnlike 
the prospective meeting bis spring a Cbnrcbill Downs 
between Worth, own^ by a New Yorker, H. C. 
Hallenbeck, a millionaire, and The Manager, ownetl 
by Maj. T. O. McDowell, a Kentnckian, and grandson 
of the commoner, Henry Clay. Vagrant, in ’76, 
represented the best in the west. The mighty Parole 
joumeye<l from the east to carry the emurs of P. 
Lorlllard in the great contest. 

On May 11 Worth and The Manager will clash for 
a prize of $6,000. Vagrant and Parole booked np 
with the prospect of the winner palling down only 
$2,970. The trip from New York had its effect 
upon Parole. Vagrant won the race by mnnlng the 
mile and a half In 2:38%. Cteedmore was second. 
Harry Hill was third and Parole wonnd up In foartb 
position. 

It must be regarded as fortunate for tbe repnta- 
ion of Vagrant that Parole conld not have been 
anywhere near his best at that time. Before the 
■eaeon was over Parefie had beaten the best in the 
land. As a four-year-old. a season later, he was a 
champion. As a five-year-old he beat the great Ten 
Broeck and Tom Ochiltree in a memorable race at 
Baltimore. It ranks to this day as one of the most 
remarkable performances of an American borsc. 
On and on be raced. When an aged horse be was 
taken to England. In the CTity and Suburban Han- 
dicap he won, with a field of more than twony 
starters, beating Great Britain’s famous borso, the 
great Isonomy. All told, he won fifty-nine races and 
captured $82,815 in stakes and parses. Vagrant, in 
bis whole career, did not earn more than one-tenth 
as mneb. • 

Both Vagrant and Parole were geldings and cotild 
leave no impress upon the bree<ling worhl. After his 
Derby victory Vagrant was sold by T. J. Nichols to 
William Astor of New York for $7,000. Vagrant 
ended his days on the Rbinebeck estate of that 
gentleman. P. Lorillard brought Parola back to 
America and made him a pensioner at Raneocas 
Farm. T. J. Nichols, in whose colors Vagrant won 
tbe Derby, maintained a stable for several years 
after he parted with the son of Virgil. Mr. Nichols 
was killed in the early ’eighties in a railroad wreck 
on his way to the Lexington races. His home was 
in Bourbon county, Ky. 

Vagrant was ridden in the Kentucky Derby by 
Bobby Swim. Swim bad finished out of the money 
in tbe Inangnral Derby with Aristides. He died 
a year or two later in Louisville. (>e^ranre was 
the first great three-year-old in the stable of Capt. J. 
T. Williams, owner of Governor Gray. Capt. Wil- 
liams’ partner In the ownership of Creedmore was 
the Lexington turfman. Dick Owens, who has been 
dead for years. Harry H1U. third in the Derby 
of 1876, was owned by John Funk. Funk was one 
of the most diminnitive turfmen on the track, but 
he was about the nolsest man ever seen on a Ken- 
tucky course. He could attract more attention with 
his seventy-five pounds of weight than conld Gen. 
Abe Bnford, with bis 350 pounds. Funk too. has 
been dead for years. But for all his spectacular 
methods ho was a pretty good fellow. 

WANT NO AMERICAN THOROUGHBREDS. 

Lexington, Ky., April 20. — Dr. Maurice M. Leach, 
who went to Australia last fall, taking tlie four- 
year-old Keswick and five two-year-oI<ls in company 
with the shipment of Andrew Robertson, is en route

with English pedtgr^ receive dne consideration.”

here with an eye to profit through 4he metllum of 
the sales ring.” Dr. Leach said that he had <le- 
cided to go to England next fall and make selection 
of another coDalgoment to go (o Australia.

plaints, yet should we as a nation destroy the breed 
ing industry, that is of so much imporbince, simply 
to destroy this octopus, when legislation can so 
effectively curtail both evils? Horsemen ail over the 
land would gladly co-oiM’rate with the lawmakers in 
the onactinojit of laws, wise, conservative, and just, 
that would save the hoi-se and place racing upon a 
respectable, permaueut and independent basis in 
every state in this country. Horsemen have deplored 
as much as the public the greed of racing associa- 
tions in the past, and few of them have bad any re- 
spect for the men engaged in the s|K>rt simply for 
gambling purposes, as these were not horsemen, but 
used the horsi* as a vehicle for their own speculative 
tendencies. The true lover of the thoroughbred 
I rarelj- wageretl consideralile sums, and when he did 
it was in pride and confidence in the supreme 
prowess of some horse that had gained bis admira- 
tion by his fleetness aud courage. 

“Of all the states of the union, Kentncky stands 
first, and .Maryland but little liehiud her, in keep- 
ing afloat the banner that kings are proud to serve 
under. Tlirougb all the trials and vicissitudes of 
thoroughbred fortunes, to the eternal honor of these 
two southern states may all fair-minded, sport- 
loving men gives thanks, that at least two states 
of this great union have not been nffectetl with the 
blight of bigotry; but have pursued the even tenor 
of conservative approval. Place racing upon an in- 
dependent and legal basis, rid it of the fear of the 
jKiwer and vindictiveness of the politician, and we 
can and will show the world that we have not lost 
the breed of noble sportsmen. We can show that 
the turf will be ruled, with justice and impartiality 
both to millionaire and tlie muss of horsemen and 
the pnlilic. Under a qnasi tolerance that governerl 
racing in many states in years past, all race tracks 
were at the mercy of the grafter, and that meant 
the powerful imlitlclan. As soon as some dishonor- 
able owner was punished, and always justly so, by 
the ruling body, be sought this same politician, 
secured his services, and then demanded reinstate- 
ment. This meant for the race track either of two 
dilemmas, to reinstate and get the condemnation 
of horsemen and the public, or refuse aud a fight 
before the legislature of tliat state for its existence. 
It is ea.sy to see which course they would pursue. 
I know this to lie the fact in many cases. Any 
fair-minded man knows that such a state of affairs 
brings calamity eventnallj-. Racing like all public 
institutions needs regulation and limitation, but 
why extinction? The uncompromising destroyer 
claims that it Is demoralizing. Presidents Washing- 
ton. Jefferson and Jackson in their day were votaries 
of the s|)oi'l. Did it demoralize them? And it is 
even said tliat President Washington acted as a 
judge at some meetings, and that each of them 
wagered on the results, and .vet they were con- 
sidered pretty gornl citizens. Do we breed hotter 
stptesnieu than they in this day of intolerance? 
The only answer is a smile of regret. This govern- 
ment turned loose uinm the people without regula- 
tion a vast band fif liarpies in the shape of coriiora- 
tions and trusts williont number, to feed, like the 
vnlinres upon the vitals of Prometheus, upon the 
sweat and blood of every laborer in the land both 
of higli ami low degree, and yet some of these, 
high in the stock list of ilieso corporations and 
stocks, havo lent financial aid to destroy a national 
pleasure and pastime — of such timber is a hypocrite 
built. 

“After this nation and tiie states allowing these 
filcliers of the peoples’ hard earnings to go un- 
wliipiied of justice, the so-calied reformers raise 
a great hue and cry again.st racing, aud Instigate 
Ic’gislutive quacks to iiluiige tlie knife into the 
vilals of the i>eo|iles’ |iustiuie, and tlien with the 
alTroiiler.v of a servant tliat has earned his reward, 
tliey go back for the coriiiuenclatioii of the voters. 
The racing laws under the State Goinmlssloners of 
Kentucky have been so wise and tolerant, that 
racing is u|ion a tirnier liasis and a more flourishing 
euuditiun llnin it lias ever been in this state, and 
why? Because (lie pnlilic knov.' tliat the ctficials 
are not afraid to enforce turf regulations, which 
are rules of honor. Tlie whole world loves sport, 
aud fair ciealing uiorits its own reward. The Ken- 
tucky I.egislaturc* concluded wisely, when they de- 
creed tiiat the bookuiakcr as an a.sset of racing, 
was a menace, and that he must go. The pros- 
perity of racing in this slate, has sealed his fate. 
In legalizing the sport of the world, Kentncky 
placecl the ofliclals of racing out of the reach of 
tile corruptor of its policies, the much feared and 
uuscrupiilons politician, and by .so legalizing it they 
have placed it uis>u a basis of independence and 
honor, both to itself and to the state. 

“It is a treat for anyone enjoying racing, to wit- 
ness tile entrance! of the Governor- General of Canada 
upon the track, with his outriders and suite, as the 
rciiresentutive of iiis sovereign, thus placing u|>on 
racing the stamp of approval and dignity that is so 
essential to any important enterprise. It was said 
that a deputation of spoil siiorts waited upon Earl 
Grey when he was Governor-General and petitiouetl 
him to withhold his apiirovai. and he informed them 
that any enterprise that had his sovereign’s patron- 
age should have his upiirovnl. Contrast this sidrif 
with tliat of the governors of most of our states and 
we suffer by the comparison. One can readily under- 
stand what causes the English sportsman to be re- 
spected the world over, when they are ruled by sov- 
ereigns that compel respect by their manliness, who 
are so liroad-gaugi’il and patriotic, that they are not 
only the ‘first geullenien of their nation,’ but ‘the 
first sportsmen,’ as well. AA'hen King Edward ie<l 
I’ersibimoii, Diamond Jubilee and Minoru back to the 
paddock, after their victories in the Derby, he did 
so with uncovered head. Thus the ‘king of sports- 
men’ paid homage to the ‘king horse,’ and all the 
world rejoiced with him in his triumphs. The Amer- 
ican siiortsmen are as fine as any, in any country, 
and yet b.v the acts of the different states and the 
silent acquiescence of the National Government, thev 
are seariKl with the brand of shame, and publisheil 
to the world in disgrace. They were formerly wel- 
comed among sportsmen everywhere, and now we are 
told in foreign countries that we are persona non 
gratia, aud all becaiis<* we have been driven, like 
Ishmacl, from our Father’s bouse. 

“How long, my countrymen, will this stigma be 
visited uiKin us, and how much longer can the de- 
voted few exist who still have confident* in the nlti- 
mate good sense and justice of the people?. ArVe wit- 
ness each year the sacrifice of yearlings that do not 
bring the price of the grain that they consume. The 
lirewler cannot exist on sentiment alone, and the 
tracks of Kentucky and Aiaryland cannot furnish 
racing enough to justify the luaiutenance of studs 
of any importance. It is a divine spark that yet 
liids up hope, that tiie American nation will repent 
the work of the vandals and will demand that such 
oppressive laws as are now upon the statute books 
in many states will be repealed, and the enactment 
of sane ami just and conservative laws, legalizing 
regulating and limiting racing in such ways that 
the American sportsman can greet his fellow sports- 
man tile world over, without shame for his coimtr.v, 
and that he will not bo pn exile from the land of 
his fatliers. If he desires to enjoy the sport tliat his 
spirit craves. 

“Let us hope that our trust in our eountrymeh Is 
not to be disappointed; that the time is near at hand 
when the majority of the people will demand that 
the reforrtier be whipiK'd from the temple, as it is 
s.Tnie. FORCE | 1*"' tliat the' majority of the people of this 

country tliink I hat they arc tlieir brother’s keeper, 
eitlier in conscience or in pursuit of his fortune or 
pleasure.’’

Montreal, Qne., April 20. — Although it Is nearly 
six weeks before the spring meeting of the Mon- 
treal Jockey Club will open and two weeks before 
tlie entries for the stakes are to close, some of the 
regulars at tlie meetings of the local club are turn- 
ing their attention towards Montreal, as shown by 
the early applications for stabling of half a dozen 
owners.

El Salado (the dam of Jack Atkin and again in foul 
to Sahi) is to go to the court of Star Shoot at Cates- 
liy AVoislford's R.icelaiid Farm this season, while 
Mr. AVoodford will send Bonnie Blue II. (dam of 
Blues and Blue Girl) to Sain. Since they were 
shipiicil here from Missouri, two of the Scbreilier • 
marcs, LaKella (dam of Emperor William) ,aial Haii- 
naduga, have foaled colts by Sain. 'The former was 
born on the train as it came into Tjcxington and the 
latter was foaleil last Tuesday at Glen Helen Farm. 
It is claimed that the Hniinadagai colt was probably 
taller at the hour of its birth than any colt ever 
dropiied in Kentucky. 

The otlier mares in the Scbreilier Kentncky collec- 
tion are Discard (dam of AI Muller).

Mr. Schreiber is much pleaseil with the appearance 
and condition of Sain and Jack Atkin. He says their 
lieing in Kentucky will benefit them greatly and he 
is (considering the advantage of the choice mares at 
Idle Hour Farm) predicting that Sain’s 1913 crop of 
colts and fillies will be the greatest in his histor.v 
as a sire. “Why. if Sain could have had the ad- 
vantage of the great brooilmares that are here in 
Kentucky,’’ said the master of Woodlands, “they 
would have just about broken np racing: thev would 
have lieen that good.

BREEDING CONDITIONS IN THE ARGENTINE. 

An Argentine correspondent writes: “In the 

neigliiioriiig republics of Chile and Uraguay tliev 
have some good racing, especially at Munteviiico 
(Uragua.v), so that frequently horses from the Ar- 
gentine are sent over to compete. It racing is 
prosperous, what must be said about breeding, when 
such sensational figures are obtained for vearlings. 
and with no indication that they will drop' in price? 
The Argentine br*>edcr has been lavish in his pur- 
chases of blood stock from Englund. lioth in stal- 
lions and mares, and in no case lias there been any- 
thing but success attending it, looking at it finan- 
cially. I have in my visits to Argentine seen prac- 
tically every stud farm in that vasti^nntrv. and 
one cannot hut be struck with the np-to-date wav 
their establishments are condncteii. while the good 
bnildings are supplemented with enormous paddiMik 
room. It is a coincidence that the two race horses, 
Monchette, liy Pietermaritzburg, and Larrea. by 
Jardy, should have for sires two which have been 
imported, and that the latter should be first and 
second in the winning list this season. Pietermaritz- 
burg (wliich died two years ago), by St. Simon, 
ont of Sea Air. is the leading winner of al>ont 
$175,000. He was intrchased to take Kendal's place 
at the Ojo de Agiia Stud, an estalilishment which 
has done so nincli for (lie steady progress and de- 
velopment of the thoroughbred in Argentina. SIheo 
his death Polar Star and Cyllene were pnrchaseil 
for this stud, and the forty yearlings by these sires 
fetched, roughly, half a million dollars last Sep- 
tember. Jardy is second on the winning list, not 
verj- far iMihind Pleterinartizburg. and for tlie past 
thi** years he has been well to the front; his stock 
resemble him much, particnlarly in color aud mark- 
ings. and, generally speaking, are hardy. I bail 
almost forgotten to say that all sires are ke|it for 
use at their owners’ stud solely, and the only chance 
of obtaining a s<*rvice is by a friendly favor. Otb’r 
sires doing well are Diamond . Jubilee, Val d’Or, 
Orange, Old Man. etc.” *
